Certain it is (continued he) that Free -Mafonry 
lias been from the Creation (though not under that 
Name) ; that it was a divine Gift from God ; that 
Cain and the Builders of his City were Strangers to 
the fecret Myftery of Mafonry ; that there were but 
four Mafons in the W orld when the Deluge happen- 
ed ; that one of the four, even the fecond Son of 
Noah , was not Mafter of the Art ; that Nimrod , 
nor any of his Bricklayers, knew 7 any Thing of the 
Matter ; and that there w r ere but very few Mailers 
of the Art (even) at Solomon's Temple: Whereby it 
plainly appears, that the whole Myftery was commu- 
nicated to very few at that Time ; that at Solomon's 
Temple (and not before) it received the Name of 
Free-Mafonry, becaufe the Mafons at Jerufalem and 
Tyre were the greateft Cabaliftsf then in the Wold; 
that the Myftery has beeen, for the mod Part, prac- 
ticed amongft Buihiers ftnce Solomon's Time; that 
there were fome Hundreds mentioned (in Hiftoriesof 
Mafonry) under the Titles of Grand-Mafters, 
for no other Reafon than that of giving Orders for 
the building of a Houfe, Tower, Caftle, or fome 
( other Edifice (or perhaps for differing the Mafons to 
ereffc fuch in their Territories, fife.) while the Me- 
mories of as many Thoufands of the faithful Crafts 
are buried in Oblivion : From whence he gave me 
to<underftand ; that fuch Hiftories were of no Ufe to 
the Society at prefent; and further added, that the

published a Hiftory of Mafonry : And as this.is rather j 
an accidental than a defigned Fault, I hope the Rea- 
der will look over it with a favourable Eye. 

In the following Sheets I have inferted nothing but ; 
what are undeniable Truths, which will be found (if'] 
©bferved) to be of great IJfe to the Fraternity, and : 
likewife to Numbers that are not of the Society ; to 
the latter, becaufe it will (in fome Meafure) fhew 
them their Folly in ridiculing a Society founded up- 
on Religion, Morality, Brotherly-Love, and good 
Fellowship ; and to .thofe of a more gentle and bet- 
ter polifhed Nature, give them an Opportunity of 
examining themfelves, and judging how much they 
are endued with the neceftary Qualifications of a 
Free-Mafon, before they apply to be made Members 
of the Society. 

How far I may fucceed in this Defign, I know 
not ; but as my Intent is good, I hope my Brethren

One of the principal Parts that makes a Man be 
deemed wife, is his intelligent Strength and Ability 
to cover and conceal fuch honeft Secrets as are com- 
mitted to him, as well as his own ferious Affair.-. 
And whoever wifLperufe facred and profane Hiftory, 
fhall find a great Number of virtuous Attempts (in 
Peace and' War) that never reached their defigned 
Ends,, but were fhaken into Shivers and defeated, 
only through Defe£t of fecret Concealment ; and 
yet, befides fuch unhappy Prevention, infinite Evils 
have thereby enfued. But before all other Exam- 
ples, let us confider that which excels all the reft, 
deriv’d ever from God hirnfelf. Who fo efpeciaily 1 * 
preferves his own Secrets to himfelf, never letting 
any .Man know w hat fhould happen on the Mor- 
row ; nor could the wife Men in Ages paft, divine 
what fhould befall us in this Age: Wbercbjs^fe* 
may .readily difeern, that God himfelf is well pie a led 
with Secrecy. And although (for Man’s good) the 
Lord has been pleafed to reveal feme Thirds, yet

k is impofiible at any Time to change or alter his 
Determination, in regard whereof the reverend wife 
Men ol ancient Times, evermore affe&ed to per- 
form their Intentions fecretly. 

We read that Cato the Cenfor often faid to his 
Friends, that of three Things he had good Reafon 
to repent, if ever he negledled the true Performance 
of all or any one of them: The firft, if he divulged 
any Secret; the fecond, if he adventured on the 
Water when he might flay on dry Land ; and third- 
ly , if he fhould let any Day negle&edly efcape him 
without doing fome good A&ion. The latter two 
are well worthy of Obfervation ; but the firft con- 
cerns our prelent Undertaking. Alexander having 
received divers Letters of great Importance from 
Jus Mother, after he had read thetn, in the Prefence 
of none but his dear Friend EpheJUon and himfelf, f 
he drew forth his Signet which fealed his moft pri- j 
vate Letters, and without fpeaking fet it upon Epbe- 
Jlnn\ Lips; intimating thereby, that he in whofe 
Bofom a Man buries his Secrets, fhould have hrs 
1 dps locked up from revealing them. 

Among the reft it may not be difagreeable to the 
Reader to perufe the following Story, as told by 
A.iais Gel! un m his Altick. El?ghts ^ and. by fydacrob iuf 
in his Sat urn ah . 

i he Senators of Rome > at their ufual fitting in 
the S uiate-HnuU, had conftituted a Cuftom among 
them (elves, that each Brother Senator who had a 
Son,^ fhould be admitted with his Father to abide in 
the Sciuje-Houfe during their fitting, or depart if 
Oecafion required; nor was this Favour general, 
hut extended only to Noblemens Sons, who were 
tutored in fuch a Manner as enabled them to become 
\ntC Governors, capable of keeping their own Se- 
bout this Time it happened that the Sena- 
tors lo.i in Confultatior of a very important Caufe, fo 
ihai they (laved much longer than ufual, and the 

CoFtclufion 
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Conclufion referred to the following Day, with ex- 
prefs Charge of Secrecy in the mean Time. Among 
the other Noblemens Sons who had been at this 
weighty Bufinefs, was that faithful Youth the Son of 
the grave Paplrius, whofe Family was one of the 
moft noble and illuftrious in all Rome. 

The young Lad being come home, his Mother 
(as moft of the Fair-Sex,, are highly affedled with 
Novelty) intreated him to tell her what ftrange Cafe 
had been that Day debated in the Senate, that had 
Power to detain them fo long beyond their ufual- 
Hour: The virtuous and noble Youth courteouflV 
told her that it was a Bufinefs not in his Power to 
reveal, he being in a folemn Manner commanded to 
Silence: Upon hearing this Anfwer, her Defires be- 
came more earneft in ftridler Enquiries into the Cafe, 
and nothing but Intelligence thereof could any way 
content her: So that firft by fair Speeches and En- 
treaties, with liberal Promifes,, fhe endeavoured to 
break open this poor little Cafket of Secrecy : But 
finding thofe Efforts in vain, to Stripes and violent 
Threats was her next Flight ; becaufe Force may 
eompel, where Lenity cannot. 

The admired noble Spirit finding, a Mother’s 
Threats to be very harfh, but her Stripes more bitter 
than any Thing befide ; comparing his Love to her

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muft not be known before they have Audience; 
which (though againft all Order) being granted, fuch 
an Oration was made by the Woman Speaker, 
withRequeft that Women might have two Hu {hands 
rather than Men two Wives, who could fcarcely con- 
tent one, Effir. Upon the Riddle’s Solution, the noble 
Youth was highly commended for his Fidelity, and 
the Ladies greatly confounded, and departed very 
likelv with blufhing Cheeks. Nevertheless, to avoid 
the like Inconveniency for the future, it was deter- 
mined that thence forward they fhould bring their 
Sons no more into the Senate ; only young Papinius , 
who was freely accepted, and his Secrecy and dil- 
creet Policy not only applauded, but himfelf with 
Titles of Honour dignified and rewarded. 

Nor fhould we forget 'the faithful Anaxarchus- 
(as related by Pliny, in his feventh Book and twenty- 
third Chapter) who was taken in order to force his 
Secrets from Him,., bit his Tongue in the Mid ft be- 
tween his Teeth, and afterwards threw it in the Ty- 
rant’s Face. 

The Athenians had a Statue. ofRrafs, which they 
bowed to; the Figure was made without a longue, 
to declare Secrecy thereby. 

Likewise the Egyptians worfhipped Plarpocratcs „ 
the God of Silence ; for which Reafon he is always 
piftured holding his Finger on his Mouth. 

The Romans had a Goddefs of Silence named 
' Anger ona , which was pi&ured like Harpocrates, 
holding her Finger on her Mouth, in token of Se- 
crecy. 

The Servants or Piancus are mucn commended, ^ 
' becaufe no Torment could make them confets the 
Secret which their Mafter intruded them with. 

Likewise the Servant of Cato the Ornrcj^Mts 
cruelly tormented, but nothing could make him re- 
veal the Secrets of his Mafter. 
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Quintus Curtins tells us, that the Perftans held It 
as an inviolable Law to punilh mofl grievoufly (and 
much more than any other Tretpafs) him that dif- 
covered any Secret: for Confirmation thereof, he 
fays, that King Darius , being vanquifiied by Alexan- 
der , had made his Efcape fo far as to hide himfelf 
where he thought he might red fecure ; no Tortures 
whatfoever, or liberal Promifes of Recompence, 
could prevail with the Faithful Brethren that knew it, 
or compel them to difciofe it to any Perfon : And fur- 
thermore fays, that no Man ought to commit any 
Matter of Confequence to him that cannot truly 
keep a Secret. 

Horace, among his continual Laws, would have 
erery Man keep fecret whatfoever was done or Paid : 
For this Reafon the Athenians were wont (when 
they met at any Feafl) that the mod ancient among 
them fhould fhevv every Brother the Door whereat 
they entered, faying, Take Heed that not fo much 
as one Word pafs out from hence, of whatfoever 
lhall here be adted or fpoken. 

The fird Thing that Pythagoras taught his Schor 
Jars was robe blent, therefore (for a certain Time) 
he kept them without fpeaking, to the End that 
they might the better learn to preferve the valuable 
Secrets he had to communicate to them, .and never 
to {peak but when Time required, expretSing there- 
by that Secrecy was the rared Virtue: Would to 
God that the Mailers of our prefent Lodges would 
put the fame in Praflice. 

Ariftotlr was demanded what Thing appeared 
mod difficult to him ; he anfwered, to be fecret and 
• blent. 

To this Purpofe St. Ambrofe , in his Offices, 
placeth among the principal Foundations cf Virtue, 
the patient Gilt of Silence. 

The wife King Solomon fays in his Proverbs, that 
a King ought not to drink Wine, Uccaufe Drunken- 

nefs 
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nefs is an Enemy to Secrecy; and in his Opinion, 
he is not worthy to reign that cannot keep his own 
Secrets; he farthermore fays, that he which difeovers 
Secrets is a Traitor, and he that re 

faithful Brother: He like wife fays that he that re- 
fraineth his Tongue is wife: And again, he that 
keeps his Tongue, keeps his Soul. I could menti- 
on many other'circumftances of the Excellency of 

Secrecy ; and I dare venture to fay that the greateft 
Honour, Juftice, Truth, and Fidebty has been a - 
■ways found amonffl thofe who could keep then 
own and others Secrets; and this is mod nobly fet 
forth by Horace , who fays : 

The Man refolv’d and fteady to his Truft, 

Inflexible to 111, and obftinately juft; 

May the rude Rabble’s Infolence defpife, _ 

Their fenfelefs Clamours and tumultuous Cries; 
The Tyrant’s Fiercenefs he beguiles, 

And the ftern Brow and the harfh Voice defies. 
And with fuperior Greatnefs fmiles. 

Not the rough Whirlwind, that deforms 
Adria’s black Gulph, and vexes it with Storms ; 
The ftubborn Virtue of his Soul' can move : 

Nor the red Arm of angry Jove, 

That flings the Thunder from the fky. 

And gives it Rage to roar and Strength to fly. 
Should The whole Frame of Nature round him break. 
In Ruin and Confufion hurl d 1; 

He unconcern’d wou’d hear the mighty Crack, 

And fund fecure amidft a falling VV orW. 

' Therefore! am of Opinion, that if Secrecy and 

Silence be duly confidered, they will be found mo£, 

neceflary to qualify a Man for any Bufmefs of Im- 
portance r If this he granted, I am confident that no 
Man will dare to difpute that Free-Mafons are fupe- 
rior to all other Men, in concealing their Secrets, 

from 
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from Times immemorial ; which the Power of Gold, 
that often has betrayed Kings and Princes, and fome- 
times overturned whole Empires, nor the moil: cruel 
Punifhments could never extort the Secret (even) 
from the weakefl: Member of the whole Fraternity. 

Therefore I humbly prefume it will of Confe- 
quence be granted, that the Welfare and Good of 
Mankind was the Caufe or Motive of fo grand an In- 
stitution as Free-Mafonry (no Art yet ever being fo 
extenfively ufeful) which not only tends to proteS 
its Members from external Injures, but to polifh the : 
rufty Difpofitions of iniquitous Minds, and alfo to 
detain them within the pleafant Bounds of true Re- 
ligion, Morality, and Virtue; for fuch are the Pre- 
cepts of this Royal Art, that if thofe who havelhe 
Honour of being Members thereof would but live 
according to the true Principles of’the Ancient Craft, 
every Man that’s endowed with the leail Spark of 
Honour or Honefty, muft of courfe approve their 
A&ions, and confequently endeavour to follow their • 
Steps. And although very few or none of the Bre- 
thren arrive to the Sublimity and beautiful Contri- 
vance of Hiram Abif ; yet the very Enemies of Free- 
Mafonry muft own, that it is the rnoft renowned 
Society that ever was, is now, or (perhaps) ever 
will be upon Earth ; the following true Description 
of the Royal Art, will clearly Shew its great Ufe to 
Mankind,. 

. 

The Excellency of MASONRY defer ibed: 

A frightful Defert Till the World had been, 

And Views of Horror had difgrac’d' the Scene 
Hnclement Seafons had deftroy’d Mankind,, 
vVith Dog-Star’s Heat, and Winter’s freezing Wind;

But methinks I hear fome of my Readers fav, 
furely if Free-Mafonry be fuch as it is here repre- 
fented, the Brotherhood mo# certainly are the hap- 
pie# Men living ; and yet, on the contrary, we often 
jneet fome very miferable, others very great Knaves, 
and a Number of ignorant, illiterate, ftupid Fools of 

w or at wou ^ endeavour to make the 

orld believe fo. This fhall be duly confidered, 
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and anfwered, in its proper Place hereafter. In the 
meen Time I am well allured, that none but Stran- 
ger! to the Craft, and ungenerous Enemies to good 
Society, will doubt the Veracity of what is here in- 
ferted concerning Free-Mafonry. And for further 
SatisfaSion to my female Readers, and fuch of the 
male Sex as ha*ve not the Honour of being initiated 
into the Myftery, I here beg Leave to treat of the 
Principles of the Craft (fo far as comes under the 
Limitation of my Pen) which I hope will meet with 
il juft Admiration, becaufe they are founded upon 
Religion, Morality, Brotherly-Love, and good Fel- 
lowship. 

A Mason is obliged by his Tenure to believe 
firmly in the true Worfhip of the eternal God, as 
well as in all thofe facred Records which the Digni- 
taries and Fathers of the Church have compiled and 
publifhed tor the 'Ufe of all good Men : So that no 
one who rightly underftands the Art, can poffibly 
tread in the irreligious Paths of the unhappy Liber- 
tine, or be induced to follow the arrogant Profeflors 
of Atheifm or Deifm ; neither is he to be ftained 
with the grofs Errors of blind Superftition, but may 
have the Liberty of embracing what Faith he fhall 
think proper, provided at all Times he pays a due 
Reverence to his Creator, and by the World deals 
with Honour and Hone#y, ever making that golden 
Precept the Standard-Rule of his Actions, which 

S es, To do unto all Men as he would they 
Ido unto him; For the Craft, in#ead of en- 
tering into idle and unneceffary Difputes concerning „ 
the different Opinions and Perfuafions of Men, ad- 
mits into the Fraternity all that are good and true; 
whereby it hath brought about the Means of Re-* 
conciliation among# Perfons, who, without that A'f- 
frftance, would have remained at perpetual Vari- 
ance. 

A 
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A Mason is a Lover of Quiet ; is always fubje&j 
to the civil Powers, provided they do not infringe! 
upon the limited Bounds of Religion and Reafoni 
And it was never yet known, that a real Craftfman. 
was concerned in any dark Plot, Defigns, or Coni 
trivances againft the State, becaufe the Welfare of 
the Nation is his peculiar Care ; fo that from the, 
higheff to the loweft Step of Magiffracy due Regard 
and Deference is paid by him. 

But as Mafonary hath at feveral Times felt the' 
injurious Fffeds of War, Bloodfhed, and DevaflJ 
tion, it was a (Longer Engagement' to the Craftfl 
men to ad agreeable to the Rules of Peace and* 
Loyalty, the many Proofs of which Behaviour hath 
occafioned the ancient Kings and Powers to prote6f 
and defend them. Bur if a Brother flhould be fo far? 
unhappy as to rebel agamft the State, he wou !d meet! 
with no Countenance from his Fellows ; nor would! 
they keep any private Converfe with him, whereby! 
the Government might haveCaufe to be jealous, or? 
take the lead; Umbrage. 

A Mason, in regard to himfelf, is carefully toi 
avoid all Manner of Intemperance or Excefs, which 
might obflrud him in the Performance of the ne- 
ceflary Duties of his laudable Profeffion, or lead him? 
into any Crimes which would refled Difhonour upon' 
die ancient Fraternity. 

He is to treat his Inferiors as he would have his 
Superiors deal with him, wifely confideri-ng that the 
Original of Mankind is the fame; and though Ma- r 
ioniy L diveft no Man of his Honour, yet does the . 
Craft admit, that ffriCtly to purfue the Paths of Vir- 
tue, whereby a clear Confcience may be preferved 
is the only Method to make any Man noble. 

A Mason is to be fo far benevolent, as never to 
hint lus Far unkindly to the Complaints of wretched \ 
Poverty ; but when a Brother is oppreffed bv Want, » 

■ ie is m a peculiar Manner to iiflen to his Sufferings’ 

with 
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with Attention ; in Confequence of which, Pity muff 
flow from his Bread, and Relief without Prejudice 
according to his Capacity. 

A Mason is to pay due Obedience to the Au- 
thority of his Maffer and prefiding ^Officers, and to 
behave himfelf meekly amongff his Brethren ; nei- 
ther negleding his ufual Occupation for the Sake of 
Company, in running from one Lodge to another ; 
nor quarrel with the ignorant Multitude,- for their 
ridiculous Afperfions concerning it: But at his Ici- 
fur e Hours he is required to ftudy the Arts and Sci- 
ences with a diligent Mind, that he may not only 
perform his Duty to his great Creator, but alfo to 
his Neighbour and himfelf : For to walk humbly in 
the Sight of God, to do Juffice, and love Mercy, 
are the certain Characterises cf a Real Free ami 
Accepted Ancient Mafon : Which Qualifications I 
humbly hope they will poflefs to the End of Time ; 
and I dare venture to fay, that every true Brother 
will join with me in. Amen . 

The Benefits arifing from a ftriCt Obfervance of 
the Principles of the Craft, are io apparent that I 
mull: believe every good Man would be fond to 
profefs and pra&ife the fame ; becaufe thofe Princi- 
ples tend to promote the Happinefs of Life, as they 
are founded on the Bafis of Wifdom and Virtue. 

In the firft Place ; our Privileges and Inftruc- 
tions, when rightly made Ufe of, are not only pro- 
ductive of our Welfare on this Side of the Grave, 
but even our eternal Happinefs hereafter. * 

For the Craft is founded on fo folid a Erfffls tLst 
it will never admit Blafphemy, Lewdnefs, Swearing, 
Evil-Plotting, or Controverfy; and lho ? they are nc£ . 
all of the fame Opinion in Matters of Faith, yet they 
are ever in one Mind in Matters of Mafonry ; that is, 
to labour juflly, not to eat any Man’s Bread for 
Nought, but to the utmoft of our Capacity to love 
C and 
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and frfrve each other, as Brethren of the fame Houf-

Plan or Workmanfhip; or had fuch an Affluence of 
Fortune as fhould enable him to employ, honour, 
and protedt the Craftfmen. 

I would notbe underftood, by this, to mean that 
no reputable Tradefmen fhould receive any of our 
Benefits; but, on the contrary, am of Opinion that 
they are valuable Members of the Commonwealth, 
and often have proved themfelves real Ornaments to 
Lodges. 

Those whom I aim at, aFe the miferable W retch- 
es of Low-Life, (often introduced by excluded 
Men*) fome of whom can neither read nor write ; 
and when (by the Abidance of Mafonry) they are ad- 
mitted into the Company of their Betters, they too 
often adt beyond their Capacities ; and under Pretence 
of fearching for Knowledge, they fall into Scenes of 
Gluttony or Drunkennefs, and thereby neglect their 
neceffary Occupations and injure their poor Families, 
who imagine they have a juft Caufe to pour out all 
C 2 their 

* That is, ‘Men^excluded from iheir Lodges for 
Mifdemeanors, &c. who (finding themfelves deemed 
unworthy of fo nob'e a Society) hill endeavour to make 
the reft of Mankind believe, that they are good and 
true, and have full Power and Authority to admit, en- 
ter, and make Free-Mafcns, when and wherefoever 
they pleafe, &c. Thefe Traders, (though but fc^ b?

Here I tlnnk it neceflary to put in a Word of 
Advice to Some, who may have an Inclination to be- 
come Members of this ancient and honourable So- * 
ciety : Firil, they are to underftand that no Man 
can be made a regular Free-Mafon, but fuch as is { 


free from Bondage, of mature Age, upright in B 


and Limbs, and-endued with the neceflary Senfes of j 
a Man : This has been the general Cuftom of Ma- j 
Sons, in all Ages and Nations, throughout the known ; 
World. 

To this I beg Leave to add a Word or two-: The 
Perfons to whom I now Speak, are Men of Tome 
Education, a&d an honeft Character ; but in low 
Circumftances : I Say, let them firft conikler their 
Income and Family, and know that Free-Mafonry 
requires Ability, Attendance, and a good Appear- 
ance, to maintain and Support its ancient and ho- 
nourable Grandeur. I could Say a great deal more 
on this Point, but I think the Regulations are fuf- 
ficient, and therefore refer the Reader to the Peru- 
Sal of them. p 


The next Thing to be confidered is the Choice of 


Officers to rule and govern the Lodge, according to 
the ancient and wholefome Laws of our Confutation ; 
and this is a Matter of great Concern, for the Offi- 
cers of a Lodge are not only bound to advance and 
, promote the Welfare of their own particular Lodge, 
it a [So*' whatsoever may tend to the Good of the 
Fraternity in general.

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The OLD CHANGES of the Free and 
Accepted MASONS . 

CHARGE I. Concerning GOD and Religion. 

A Mason is obliged by his Tenure to obferve 
the moral Law as a true No achida* ; and 
if he rightly underftands the Craft, he will never be 
a ftupid Atheift nor an irreligious Libertine, nor a Q. 
againfl Confcience. 

In antient Times, the Chriflian Mafons were 
charged to comply with the Chriflian U fages of each 
Country where they travelled or worked ; being 
found in all Nations, even of divers Religions. 

They are generally charged to adhere to that 
Religion in which all Men agree (leaving each Bro- 
ther to his own particular Opinion) ; that is, to be 
good Men and true, Men of Honour and Honefly, 
by whatever Names, Religions, or Perfuafions they 
may be diflinguifhed; for they all agree in the three 
great Articles of Noah, enough to preferve the Ce- 
ment of the Lodge. 

Thus Mafonry is the Centre of their Union, and 
the happy Means of conciliating Perfons that other- 
wife muff have remained at a perpetual Diftance. 

CHARGE II. Of the Civil Magistrate, 
fupreme and fubordinate. 

A MASON muff be a peaceable Subjedt, nev^r 
to be concerned in Plots againfl the Stac^, no> 


difrefpe&ful to inferior Magiflrates. Of old, 

Princes, and States, encouraged the Fraternity for 
their Loyalty, whoever flounfhed mod in Times of' 
Peace; but though a Brother is not to be counte- 
nanced in his Rebellion againfl the State, yet, if 

convicted

CHARGE III. Concerning a LODGE. 

A ^Th^“‘i,eAff " h b r' Mafo "“« 
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Youth without Maim or Defect in his Body, and 
capable of learning the Myfteries of the Art; that 
fo the Lords (or Founders) may be well ferved, and 
the Craft not defpifed ; and that when of Age and 
expert, he may become an Entered Apprentice, or 
a Free-Mafon of the lowed Degree; and upon his 
Improvements, a Fellow-Craft and a Mafter-Maion, 
capable to undertake the Lord’s Work. 

The W ardens are chofen from among the Mafter- 
Mafons, and no Brother can be a Mafter of a Lodge 
till he has a£ted as Warden fome where, except in 
extraordinary Cafes, or when a Lodge is to deform- 
ed, and none fuch to be had, for then three Mafter- 
Mafons, tho’ never Mailers nor Wardens of Lodges 
before, may be conftituted Mafter and Wardens of 
.that new Lodge. 

But no Number, without three Maftcr-Mafons, 
can form a Lodge; and none can be the Grand 
Mailer, or a Grand Warden, who has not abled as 
the Mailer of a particular Lodge. 

CHARGE V. Of the Management of the 
Craft in Working, 

r 

A L L Mafons fhould work hard and honeftly on 
working Days,' that they may live reputably 
and appear in a decent and becoming Manner on 
Hollidays; and likewife the working Hours appoint- 
ed by Law, or confirmed by Cullom, fhall be ob- 
ferved. 

A Mafter-Mafon only mud be the Surveyor ^pr 
Mailer of the Work, who fin all undertake the Lord 1 * 
Work reafonably, (hall truly clifpend his GoocfiP&T 
if they were his own, and lhall not give more Wages 
than juft, to any Fellow or Apprentice. 

The Wardens fhall be true both to Mafter and 
Fellows, taking Care of all Things both within and 

without

without the Lodge, efpecially in the Matters Ab" 
fence; and their Brethren fhall obey them. 

The Matter and the Mafons fh all faithfully finifli 
the Lord’s Work, whether Talk or Journey; nor 
fliall they take the Work at Taik, which hath been, 
accuttomed to Journey. 

None (hall fhew Envy at a Brother’s Profperi- 
ty; nor fupplant him, nor put him out of his Work, 
if capable to ffnifh it. 

All Mafons fhall meekly receive their -Wages 
without murmuring or Mutiny, and not defert the 
Mailer till the Lord’s Work is finifhed ; they muft 
avoid ill Language, calling each other Brother or 
Fellow with much Courtefy, both within and with- 
out the Lodge; they fliall inftru£t a younger Brother 
to -become bright and expert, that the Lord’s Ma- 
terials may not be fpoiled. 

But Free and Accepted Mafons fliall not allow 
Cowans to work with them, nor fhall they be em- 
ployed by Cowans without an urgent Neceittty; and 
even in that Cafe they mull not teach Cowans, but. 
mull: have a feparate Communication ; no Labourer 
fhall be employed in the proper Work of Free- 
Mafcns. 

CHARGE VI. Concerning MASONS 
Behaviour. 

I . Behaviour in the Lodge before clofng. 

Y O U muft not hold private Committees, or fe- 
parate Converfation, without Leave from the 
p r . nor 0 f an y Thing impertinent, nor in- 
terrupt the Mailer or Warden, or any other Brother 
y fpeaking to the Chair ; nor act ludicroufly while the 
v Lodge is engaged in what is ferious and folemn ; but 
you are to pay due Reverence to the Mailer, War- 
dens, and Fellows, and put them to worfhip. 

Every 
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Every Brother found guilty of a Fault, fliall (land 
to the Award of the Lodge, unlefs he appeals to the 
Grand Lodge, or unleis a Lord’s Work is retarded ; 
for then a particular Reference .may be made. 

•No private Piques, no Quarrels about Nations, 
Families, Religions, or Politics, mull be brought 
within the Doors of the Lodge; for as Mafons, we 
are of the oldefl Catholic Religion, before hinted; 
and of all Nations upon the Square, Level, and 
Plumb; and like our Predeceffors in all Ages, we 
are refolved againfl political Difputes, as contrary to 
the Peace and Welfare of the Lodge. 

2. Behaviour after the Lodge is clofed , and the 
Brethren not gone. 

You may enjoy yourfelves with innocent Mirth, 
treating one another according to Ability, but avoid- 
ing ail Excefs; no: forcing a Brother to eat or drink 
beyond his own Inclination (according to the old 
Regulation of King Abafuerus), nor hinder him 
from going home when he pleafes; for though alter 
Lodge-Hours you are like other Men, yet the Blame 
of your Excefs may be thrown upon the Fraternity, 
though unjuflly. 

3. Behaviour at meeting without Strangers , but 

not in a formed Lodge. 

You are to Flute one another as you have been, 

' or fhall be, inflruFted; freely communicating Hints 
of Knowledge, but without difclofmg Secrets, un- 
lefs to thofe that have given long Proof of their Ta- 
citurnity and Honour, and without derogating from 
the* Refpedt due to any Bro'.her, were he not a Mat 
fon ; for though all Brothers and Fellows are 
the Lev-el, yet Mafonry divefts no Man of the Ho- 
nour that was due to him before he was made a Ma- 
fon, or that fhould become his Due afterwards ; nay, 
it rather adds to his Refpeft, teaching us to give Ho- 
nour to whom it is due, efpecially to a noble or emi- 
nent Brother, whom we fhould diftingniih from all of 

his 
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his Rank and Station, and ferve him readily, accord- 
ing to our Ability. 

4. Behaviour in the Prefence of Strangers , not 
Mafons. 

You muff be cautious in your Words, Carriage, 
and Motions; fo that the moft penetrating Stranger 
may not be able to difcover what is not proper to be 
intimated: And the impertinent or enfnaring Que- 
ftions, or ignorant Difcourfe of Strangers, mud: be 
prudently managed by Free-Mafons. 

5. Behaviour at home , and in your Neighbourhood. 

Masons ought to be moral Men, as above charg- 
ed; confeqnently good Hufbands, good Parents, 
good Sons, and good Neighbours ; not flaying too 
long from home, and avoiding all Excefs; yet wife 
Aden too, for certain Reafons known to them. 

6 . Behaviour towards a foreign Brother , or Stranger. 

You are cautioufly to examine him, as Prudence 

fhall direct you, that you may not be impofed on by 
a Pretender, whom you are to reject with Derifion, 
and beware of giving him any Hints; but if you 
difcover him to be true and faithful, you are to re- 
fpedt him as a Brother, and if in "Want you are to 
relieve him if you can, or elfe direct him how he 
may be relieved : You muft employ him if you cafi, 
or elfe recommend him to be employed ; but you 
are not charged to do beyond your Ability. 

7. Behaviour behind a Brother's Back , as well as 
before his Face. 

Frel and Accepted Mafons have ever been charg- 
ed, tg, avoid all Manner of flandering and backbiting 
Mafe/ue and faithful Brethren, or talking difrefped- 
fully of a Brother’s Performance or Perfon, and all 
V Malice or unjuft Refentment; nay, you muft not 
fuffer any others to reproach an honeft Brother, but 
defend his Character as far as is confident with Ho- 
nour, Safety, and Prudence ; though no farther.

CHARGE VII. Concerning LAW-SUITS. 


I F a Brother do you Injury, apply firft to your own 
or his Lodge, and if you are. not fatisfied you 


JL or his Lodge, and if you are. not fatisfied you 
may appeal to the Grand Lodge ; but you mull ne- 
ver take a legal Courfe, till the Caufe cannot be 
otherwife decided ; for if the Affair is only between 
Mafons, and about Mafonry, Law-Suits ought to be 
prevented by the good Advice of prudent Brethren, 
who are the bell: Referees of Differences. 

But if that Reference is either impracticable or 
unfuccefsful, and the Affair muff be brought into the 
.Courts of Law or Equity ; yet ftill you muft avoid 
all Wrath, Malice, and Rancour in carrying on the 
Suit; not faying or doing any thing that may hinder 
.the Continuance, or Renewal of brotherly Love and 
Friendfhip, which is the Glory and Cement of this 
ancient Fraternity ; that we may fhew to all the 
World the benign Influence of Mafonry, as all wife 
true and faithful Brethren have done from the Be- 
ginning of Time, and will do till Architecture (hall , 
be diffolved in the general Conflagration. Amen ! 
So mote it be !
